American Residents in Sicily Find the 
_ Country Tvo Hot for Them. 
King Humbert Ureed to Demand an 
Indemnity from the Unifed States. 


The New Orleans Lynchers to Be 
Prosecuted, but Not Convicted— 
Their Leaders Glorify 
Their Bloody Work. 


By Telegraph to The Times. - 

Rome, Mareh 16.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.} In the Chamber of 
Deputies today, Marquis di Rudini, 
the Italian Premier, replying to a ques- 
tion in regard to the New Orleans 
tragedy, said tBat President Harrison 
bad recognized the right of Italians in 
the United States to protection by the 
authorities, and that he had expressed 
profound regret at the oceurrence, aud 
bad charged the Governor of Louisiana 
to guard the Italian residents of New 
Orleans and to bring the assassins to 
justice. 

The Premier added that A. G. Por- 
ter, the United States Minister here, 
has called upon bimtoday in order to 
convey President Harrison’s regrets 
to the Italian government, Porter 
said he trusted the explanations he 
had furnished would draw even closer 
the friendly relations existing between 
Italy and the United States. 

Sig. Ferrais urged that indemnities 
should be demanded for the death of 
the victims. 

Popolo Romano,referring to the New 
Orleans tragedy, says: ‘*Relying on the 
foresight of thé American authorities 
and out of regard for a sincerely 
friendly power, Italy bas refrained 
from sending am ironclad to the mouth 
of the Mississippi.” 

The Capitano says: *the weak in 
America are at the mercy of a fero- 
cious, bloody poOpuiace, and are tor- 
tured and murdered in daylight.” 

Another paper remarks: “Italy 
ought to demand that instant measures 
be taken to protect the Italian colony 
in New Orleans,”’ adding, “However, 
it is just also to recognize the fact that 
a similar incident would not occur in 
towns if the Atlantic littoral were not 
infested with the ex-galley slaves of 
Europe,” 

Rijorma says regarding the New Or- 
leaus matter that clements bostile to 
Italy—above all Irish—made the 
murder of Chief Hennessy a pretext to 
paralyze public opinion which was 
veering in favor of the Italians. 

AMERICANS LEAVE PALERMO. 

New York, Match 16.—L’ Eco ad’ 
Italia publishes a telegram from lal- 
remo, Sicily, which stated that indigna- 
tion is growing over the New Orleans 
tragedy. itis the only subject talked 
of, and American residents have em- 
igrated to Italy and the south of 
France. 

THE PEOPLE VERY MUCH EXCITED. 

Boston, March 16.—A London cable 
to the Boston Herald dated today, 
says: A dispatch from Rome states 
that the news of the massacre of Ital- 
ian prisoners at New Orleans, did not 
become generally known in that city 
until this morning. It created a pro- 
found sensation, and cables have been 
passing between ‘the Cabinet and Ital- 
ian Minister at Washington. ‘The gen- 
eral feeling is one of the utmost indig- 
nation and thirst for reprisals in some 
forms. 

An English visitor mistaken for an 
American, bad a narrow escape from 
being mobbed. In the talk on the 
streets and in public places strong pro- 
tests were uttered against any 
representation of Italy at _ the 
coming American exhibition. Count 
Rasponi of the Italian legation in 
Paris expressed himself today in very 
strong terms on what be cailed the 
cruel massacre of his countrymen. 
He said Italy could not afford to let 
such an outragefon humanity go withb- 
out redress aud that it was a stain on 
the American people that could never 
be effaced. He added that in his own 
personal opinion it ended all prospect 
of Italy taking part in the Chicago ex- 
position. 

Among the Italian residents of Lon- 
don there is much excitement on the 
subject, and the killing is tiercely de- 
nounced, There is taik of a mass- 
meeting to-request King Humbert to 
demand redress.

EXCITEMENT PREVAILS. 


Reparation and Vengeance. 

New York, March 16.—{By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Italians. of this 
city are very much excited over the 
New Urleans tragedy. One of the 
‘most prominent men among them 
said: “The Italians look at the matter 
in this light: Their countrymen were 
tried by a jury inan American court. | 
The American jury brought in a ver- 
dict of not guilty. The American peo- 
pledo not stand by the laws of their 
country, but take justice into their 
own hands and murder these men. I 
know it is safe to say that no New 
York Italian believes in sustainin any 
such secret society as Mafia. They, 
condemn it as much as native-born 
Americans, We simply intend to 
make an earnest protest against the 
wholesale butchery of our countrymen. 
No body of Italians bas ever com- 
mitted such crimes.”’ 

Gen. Riva, the Italian consul in this 
city, declined to be interviewed con- 
cerning the trouble. He, however, an- 
nounced through the vice-consui that 
as a representative of the Italian gov- 
ernment he greatly regretted the un- 
fortunute occurrence. 

Telegrams expressive of the indig- 
nation of Italian colonists throughout 
America continue to be received by M. 
Barsotti, at the office of Ji Progresso. 
A number were received today from 
all parts of the country. 

March 16.—The_ excite- 
ment aroused by the New Orleans in- 
cident seems to increase in the Italian 
guarter of ‘this city. The committee 
appointed last night has decided to 
call a mass meeting to demand {iuan- 
cial reparationand that the ring lead- 
ers of the mob be tried for the crime. 
The local Italian paper devotes much, 
space to bitter denouncement of the 
lynchers and calling for retribution. 
Among other things it says: 

A curse upon the ple of Louisana and 
may they and their descendants suffer a 
thousand deaths and a thousand times feel 
the sorrow that today afliicts on the wido 
sisters and children. 

At the weekly meeting of Methodist 
ministers today resolutions were in- 
troduced deprecating the tardiness of 
justice in New Orleans and other 
cities; yet declaring lynch law ab- 
horrent to the spirit of our Govern- 
ment. The resolutions caused a 
heated debate, in which lively di- 
vergent views were ex pees. Rev. 
Frank Bristol thought it a shame that 
ministers should have to take a bold 

stand op such questions. On the 

other hand, Rev. kh. R. Bland stren- 
ously opposed the resolution, going so 
fac as to say, ‘‘When the law will not 
take care of alot of murderers it is 
time the people did something.”’ The 
matter was finally referred to a com- 
mittee. 

SAN FrRANCctIsco, March 16.—Intense 
excitement prevails inthe Italian col- 
Ony in this city over the New Orleans 
lynching. While all denounce the ac- 
tion of the New Orleans people in the 
strongest terms, the general feeling is 
that onlv dignified and deliberate ac- 
tion should be taken by the colony. A 
call for a massmeeting, to be held to- 
morrow night, has been issued. The 
two local Italian pape rs demand repa- 
ration and express the utmost confi- 
dence in Secretary Biaine. The police 
state that the Mafia once flourished'in 
this city, and its members terrorized 
Italian residents by committing rob- 
beries and assassinations. The society 
was finally broken up by the police,

_ Lonpon, March 16.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.| The Star this 
evening is of the opinion that the ‘“‘Im- 
pressive feature of the New Orleans 
affair, was the perfect order main- 
tained throughout the proceedings. 
Here the champions of law and order 
stand aghast at such proceedings. 
American democracy has sounder no- 
tions as to what law and order really 
mean.” 

LonponN, March, 16. — Moeton 
Frewen, son-in-law of the late Leonard 
Jerome, has written na letter which is 
published in the Pall Mall Gazette 
today, defending the action of the citi- 
zens of New Orleans as a “straighten- 
ing out of the Italian question once 
for all,’’ and he adds, ‘‘It leaves the

. of August and September, DeGroot dis- 

counted the demands for Lockwood, ard he 
is now having a difficult time in getting his 
money. 

Councilman Summerland was very anx- 

fous to have the demand paid. 

Councilman Rees explained that the de- 
mand had been approved by the old Fi- 
nance Committee of the Council, but the 
Mayor had vetoed it then. na 

pon motion, and upon the suggestion of 
President Bonsall the demand was taken 
from the Finance Committee, 

City Attorney McFarland reiterated that 
the demand was a legal claim against the 
city. ‘The only ground upon which the city 
could resist payment of the demand, was 
upon the ground that Lockwood was 
charged with crime. But this was no legal 
ground even if Lockwood was finally con- 


cted, 

Upon being informed that for the months 
of August and September last, Lockwood 
had filed no report cf the transactions in 
his office with the Council, the City At- 
torney advanced the opinion that that was 
a good defense. 

Councilman McGarry stated that he un- 
derstood that Lockwood had performed no 
services during the months fur which be 
presentei a demand for salary. ' 

Councilman Summerland moved that.the 
demand be approved. ‘The motion was lost 
by the following vote: Ayes—Councilmen 

eGarry, RKhodes, Summerland, Bonsall; 
neys—Alford, Innes, Nickel], Kees, Tufts. 

‘Councilman Summerland endeavored to 
change his vote from aye to no to secure a 
reconsideration. ‘The president ruled, how- 
ever, that to secure a reconsideration it 
would be necessary for the demand to be 
brought up anew. 

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 

The report of the City Attorney was sub- 
mitted and the action indicated taken upon 
the suggestions therein contained as fol- 
lows:

ng report upon Broadwa tween Tenth 

and Twelfth streets, 
THE BROADWAY OPENING. 

To the Honorable City Counce of Los 
Angeles—GENTLEMEN: In regard to the 
question as to whether or not Fort street 
exists between ‘lenth and Twelfth streets, 
1 have to report that this question has neees- 
sitated an exhaustive search of the city 
records, and in order to explain the reasons 
which bave led to the conciusion arrived at 
it will be necessary to give a brief history 
of the facts, 

From 1837 to 1849 we find considerable 
correspondence between the Mexican goy- 
ernment and the city authorities in regard 
to a survey and map of the city’s lands, but 
nothing was done until the latter year, and 
until after the change of flag, when, at the 
request of the city onmenne for a compe- 
tent surveyor, Lieut. E. O, ©.Ord was sent 
by the Government for the purpose of 
making a survey and map. The Mexican 
government having sanctioned a survey of 
the boundaries of the city in 1846, in which 
all that was done was to measure two 
leagues ‘in the direction of the four winds 
from the Piaza Caourch,’’ and set stakes as 
the boundary lines. Lieut, Ord was to 
make his survey and map correspond as 
near as possible to these boundary lines. 
A committee was appointed by the Ayun- 
temiento (Oity Council) to confer with: 
Lieut, Ord as to the terms upon which he 
would make the survey, and in July ef the 
Same year a contract was entered into by 


which he agreed to survey and 
make @ map of the city lands, di- 
viding the unsold land into Dbilocks 


bounded by streets, and aiso to show upon 
his map the vineyard lots, with all roads, 
streets, hills, zanjas and plazas. 

In September 1849, this map. was pre- 
sented to the City Couneil ata special ses- 
sion held for the purpose of rvesiving the 
same, and it was then accepted and Lieut. 
Ord paid $5000, tor making the same. ‘This 
map delineated all the lands belonging tw 
the city from the river to the hiils afd from 
the present Catholic Cemetery to Pico 
street. All of the land below Main street 


being shown as Vineyard jots, while the pre- 
perky above Main street was subdivided 
nto blecks bounded by streets. Ali of the 
Eightb- 


tween the cemetery and 


bloeea

Street were numbered and divided into lots 
which were also numbered. Ail of the 
present streets, including Fort street, are 
shown upon this mapas having a uniform 
width and distance apart, Fort street ex- 
tending from First street to a 
beyond Twelfth street. This 
map was made for the purpose of 
subdividing the city’s landstor toe pur- 
pose of sale, and.is the only official map of 
tne city for all the land deiineated upon it, 
which includes allof the business portion 
of the city, and all of the lands shown upon 
it have been sold by reference thereto. 

In June, 1857, the City Couacil passed an 
ordinance ordering that ali streeta shown 
on the Ord map south of Eighth street 
(which had not been numbered upon the 
map) should be numbered Ninth, Tenth, 
Eleventh and ‘l'welfth streets, and that the 
biocks bounded by the different streets de- 
scribed therein, should be numbered as 
therein directed. Among these were 
blocks 67, 68, 75, 76, 83 and 84, which were 
numbered aud described as foilows: : 

“The block bounded by ‘Tenth, bbe 


Spring and Fort to be number 67. 


block bounded by ‘Tenth, hleventh, Fort 
and Hill be number 68,” bioek 
bounded by Eleventh, Twelfth, Spring and 
Fort atreets be numbered “The biock 
bounded by Eleventh, Twelfth, Fort and 
till to be No. 76.” ‘Lhe block bounded by 
Twelfth. Pieo, Spring and Fort to ve No. 
83.” block bounded by Twelfth, Pico, 
Fort and Hiil to be No, 84,” showing that 
the City Council recognized these streets, 
including Fort street, as extending from 
Tenth to Pico. Alloft the property below 
Eighth street was then the property of the 
city and remained so until April 30, 
when it was deeded to O. W. Childs in con- 
sideration of his having constructed for the 
city Zanja No. 6. Atnong other property 
therein conveyed to Mr. Childs were al! of 
the blocks in Urd’s survey between Sixth 
and Kighth streets, which were conveyed 
by numbers as shown on the Urd map; and 
so blocks 51 to 57 inclusive, whicn had 
veen numbered by the ordinance above re- 
ferred to, lying between Eighth and Ninth 
streets and Main avd Pearl streets, and 
which were also conveyed by the numbers 
as shown on the Ord map. ‘There was also 
conveyed all of the property west of Main 
street, east of Pearl, suuth of Ninth and 
north of Twelfth, which, although the 
same had been numbered on the Ord map, 
wes not so conveyed, Dut was described as 
ollows: 

“Also that certain tract of Mind commenc- 
ing at the western corner of Ninth street 
and New Main street, thence northwesterly 
along the southwest line of Ninth street to 
the southeast line of Grasshopper, thence 
southwesterly along the southeast line of 
Grasshopper to the northeast line of 
Twelfth street, thence along euch line of 
‘Twelfth street to the northwest line of New 
Main street, and thence along such line of 
New Main street to Ninth street, the piace 
of beginning.”’ 

By this deed it will be observed that the 
city conveyed to Mr. Childs all of the 
blocks between Main and Pear! and Ninth 
and Twefth, and attempted to convey all of 
Spring, Fort, Hill, Ulive, Uharity,. Hope, 
Fiower, Tenth, Eleventh and ‘T'weltth 
streets, as contained within those 
limits. The deed reserved the right 
however, to open Olive street from Ninth to 
Tweifth without compensation, except for 
growing crops thereou. Mr. Childs has 
since conveyed a portion of this land to dif- 
ferent parties, and some of the deeds which 
1 have seen from him contained a reserva- 


tion that all of tne streets through this'tract,|) A final ordinance establishin 


except Fort street, should be opened. The 
portions conyeyed have been subdivided 
and as laid out Fort street is now only 
sixty feet wide between Ninth and Tenth 
streets and does not extend beyond Tenth 
street. When the City Council attempted 
to convey a portion of these streets it was 
probably thought that there would never he 
auy public necessity for streets that far out 
of town, and that as Mr. Childs owned ai! 
of the property on both sides of the same 
he would be the only person interested in 
having the same opened or closed. 


But any reason the Council might have. 


had at that time does Dot alter the fact that 
they had no legal right to deed away any 
portion of the streets. 

Lam ofthe opinion that Fort street be- 
tween Ninth and Tenth was dedicated as a 


| public street by the adoption of the Ord 


map, justas much as Fort street was be- 
tween Firstand Second streets, or Spring 
street between Second and Third, and that 
the Council had no more right tosell that 
portion of it between Ninth and ‘Tentp, 
than that portion between First and Secona. 
Our Supreme Court bas decided in Vi- 
Salia vs. Jacob, (65 Cal., 434) “That aftera 
street has been legally laid out and dedi- 
cated, the municipal goverument retains or 
acquires arightof entry as agents of the 
puvlic, clothed with a duty of regulating 
and protecting the public use. The right of 

ossession is held by the corporation for the 
benefit of the public, and this right cannot 
be conveyed to any private persop.’’ It is 
also decided in the same case that title to a 
street cannot be acquired by adverse pos- 
session. Consequentiy the conveyance from 
the city to Mr. Childs of these streets is 


void, and the same a@fill remain public: 


streets, as shown by the Ord map. 

The city has, however, stood by for over 
twenty years without making avy claim for 
this street, and has collected taxes on the 
same, as weil as upon extensive and valu- 
able improvements which have been erected 
thereon. Whiie these facis do not consti- 
tute a legal waiverof the public rights, yet 
in view of the fact that the City Council 
attempted to sell the streetand ihe holders 
thereof are in possession under covor of title 
and in good faith, and also in view of the 
fact that the opening of this street, ospe- 
clally between Tenth and Twelfth streets, 
would be attended by great financial loss to 
such owners, I think there is a moral obli- 
gation upon the city to do these parties 
justice, and that unless there is a greater 
public necessity shown for the opening of 
this street than | pow know of, that the 
same should not be opened from Tenth to 
Twelfth streets. 

The repert was filed. 

HACK ORDINANCE. 

The Sewer Committee reported recom- 
mending that the City Attorney draft an 
ordinance keeping backs from standing in 
front of business houses on Spring street 
between ‘l'emple and Third streets, 

Councilman McGarry and Councilman 
Rees favored laying the report on the table. 
They both thought tbat the hacks were not 
in the way and they should be permitted to 
stand in front of any business building 
where there was no complaint made. 

A motion to lay on the table was voted 
down by 4 to4. 

A motion to adopt the report of: the 
Sewer Committee by the following vote: 
Ayes: Tufts, Rhodes, Bonsall, Alford, 
Nickell, lunes. Nays: McGarry, Kees, Sum. 
merland. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The report of the Board of Pubilec Works 
was then taken up. The suggestions and 
recommendations of the Board as hereto- 
fore printed in Tue Times were adopted. 

The question of amending the report 
came up. Under previous rulings, the Coun- 
cil could not amend areport of any com- 
roy It could only be adopted or re- 


ecte 

Councilman Summerland, who was teim- 
porarily in the chair, ruled the ameudment 
out of order under the ruling. 

Councilman Nickell thought the previous 
ruling was wrong. The Council, when a 
committee reported, certainly had a right to 
amead any nopert made. Hoe appealed from 
the decision of the chair, 

Temporary President Summerland chan- 
ged the precedent and rujed that the Coun- 
eli could amend any report submitted to it 
by a commtttee or otherwise. 

On motion of President Bonsall the decis- 
ion was affirmed as the rule of the Council 
in the future. 

The Heaith Officer made the following 
report concerning the Arroyo de los Keyes, 
which was referred to Sewer Com- 
mittee: 

‘The Arroyo de los Keyes, between Ninth 
and Twelfth streets, has been examined by 
me, according to your instructions. ‘This 
is an old-standing nuisance which has given 
the heaith autborities of the city much 
troubie for years. Just at present its condi- 


-tion is better than usual, owing to it hav- 


ing been cleaned out by the Zanjero a few 
weeks ago. 

“This stream should be piped at this 
place, but whether the city or the property 
owners should pay the billsisa question 
which Iam not able to determine. The 
late O. W, Childs stated to me that he was 
willing to pay one-half of the expense of 
piping the stream .across his property if the 
city would bear a like share of the expense 
| fener other property owners wouid do 
the work on like terms. 

“The health suthorities have exhausted 
their resources upon this subject during the 
pasttwo years,and now request that the 
subject be acted upoa by the Councilas ea 
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Committee of the Whole, or it be referred 
tothe Sewer Committee.” 

The Council then took arecess until.1:50 
p. 

Afternoon Session. 

The Council met at 2 o’clock with Presi- 
dent Bonsall in the chair, and all the mem- 
bers present except Mr. Rees, who came in 
a few minutes late. | 

An ordinance was presented — ing 
the right-of-way of the electric road from 
Third to Fourth street, which passed under 
a suspension of the rules. 

The special order for 2 o'clock, the hear- 
ing of protestants against the opening of 
Broadway, wastakenup: 

The City Attorney stated that under his 
report the whole matter was disposed of, 
but he thought action had beter be post- 
poned for at least two weeks, to see what 
could be done, 

After some talk the matter was deferred 
for one week, 

Councilman MeGarry moved thet the 
Council abandon the right to Broadway 
from Tenth to Pico, as the private interests 
far exceeded those of any public interest to 
be subserved. 

On motion of Councilman Tufts, action 
on this motion was deferred for one week. 
THE LOS ANGELES STREET MATTER. 

The next order of business—the hearing 
of protests egainst the opening of Los 
Angeles street— was called up. 


' Councilman Rees wanted the matter post- 


poned for a week, but this was objected to, 
and after some taik the cierk proceeded 
with the reading of a number of ty pewritven 
proteste. ‘The protestants object to the 
report of the commission, on the ground that 
the district of assessment is too small; that 
the assessments are unequal; that the open- 
ing of the street is nut uemanded by any 
public necessity; that the commission is 
pot a legaily-constituted body; that, in 
effect, this action amounted to a virtual con- 
fiscation of their property. 

Messrs. Roberts, Shaw and several others 
addressed the Council in opposition to the 
opening of the street, 

Councitman Rees then moved that the 
matter be deferred for one week, in oraer to 
give the property-owners an opportunity to 
ascertain if they can raise the money to pay 
the expenses incurred, and that if this is 
done the = could be &bandoned. 

A general discussion foilowed, which re- 
sulted inthe motion being rejected, and 
the Council then proceeded with the hear- 
ing of protestants, efter which Street Com- 
missioner Mci{imoil spoke at some length 
in defense of the commission. 

The discussion continued until 4 o’clock, 
when, on motion of Councilman McGarry, 
action Was deferred for one week to give 
the property-owners an Gpportupity to con- 
sult among themselves as to what they 
wanted done. 

SEWER AND STREET WORK. 

The report of the City Engineer was 
read, presenting ordinances for the con- 
struction of certain sewers on the East 
Side, which ordinances were referred back 
to the Sewer Committee. 

A final ordinance establishing the grade 
of First street, from Beaudry to Luckel 
streets, was read and passed uuder suspen- 
sion of the rules, 

‘An ordinance of intention to establish 
the grade of Burlington avenue, from First 
to East streets, was read and referred to the 
Board of Public Works, 

the grade 


of Boston street, from Centennial to leari 
— was passed under suspension of the 
rules. 

SALOON AND RESTAUBANT LICENSES. 

A communication was received from the 
Chief of Police requesting the Council to 
instruct the City Clerk not to issue restau- 
rant licenses to saloonkeepers, unless they 
keep a reguiar restaurant, on the ground 
that some saloonkeepers had been getti 
out these licenses for the purpose of ev 
ing the Sunday closing law. | 

The usual discussion followed, after 
which the matter was referred to the Board 
of Police Commissioners. 

Councilman Rhodes moved that the City 
Clerk issue no more restaurant licenses to 
keepers of saloons, and Councilman Kees 


thé Police Com missioners, 

Neither motion received a second, anda 
third motion in the same line met with the 
same fate, when the matter dropped, 

OUTFALL PLANS. 

Councilman Tufts moved thatthe City 
Engineer at once proceed to make plans for 
an outfall sewer, under the direction of the 
Sewer Committee. Carried. 

Several motions of a private character 
passed regard to filling chuck-holes, 


amended by requiring the indorsement of 


Councilman Bonsall moved that the 
Street Superintendent be instructed to dis- 
cop‘inue the work of cleaning up outlying 


‘streets, which motion was, op motion of 


Councilman Nickell, laid on the table. 

Counciiman Khbhodes moved that the ordi- 
nance in regard to discharging firearms in 
fire district No. 1, be amended go as to in- 
clude the whole city. The City Attorney 
wis instructed to present a proper ordi- 
bance. 

A number of proposals for street and 
sewer work were read and referred to the 
proper committees, 

‘The petitions were read by title and re- 
ferred to the proper committees, after which 
the Council adjourned to meet Wednesday 
afternoon -at 2 o’clock to discuss sewer 
matters.

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THE SENATORSHIP, 


The end nears. A solution of the 
Senatorial problem is at hand. The 
result sought for more than a week 
may be reached today. Our special 
dispatches from Sacramento this morn- 
ing indicate that the adherents of De 
Young and Felton have come together 
and will today unite upon the latter. 
Their combined strength will more 
then equal the highest vote yet received 
by Mr. Estee (37,) and make the suc- 
cess of the San Mateo statesman highly 
probable. 

Mr. De Young’s forces adhered to 
him with Grant-like tenacity until he 
himself said the word and released 
them from their voluutary pledges. In 
doing so and joining the standard of 
his weaker rival, a candidate with only 
half bis strength, Mr, De Youngdida 
maniy and a magnanimous thing, 
which cannot fail to redound to his 
creditin future politics, whether or 
not he ever again aspires to the Sen- 
atorial honor. Should the journalist 
seek, two years hence, an election for 
the full term he may do so with 
bright prospects of success, for he has 
in the present contest made long strides 
in the direction of winning the popular 
as well asthe legislative favor. He 
has earned the good will of Mr. Felton 
and bas strong following, and whether 
or not the latter proves successful in 
his contest for the short term, he can 
hardly do less than return the great 
service rendered him yesterday by the 
first journalist of the State. — 

Next to its first choice among the 
candidates now before the Legislature, 
Tur ‘Times bas no hesitation in declar- 
ing for Mr. Felton. .

THE RETURN OF THE BANNER, 


The Oakland Times, just received, 
gives a full account of the reception of 
the banner from Los Angeles county 
by the Republicans of Alameda county.

THE. MAFIA’S. METHOD.. 


STORIES OF INTIMIDATION BY 
THE DEADLY BAND. 


Some of the Crimes Which Led 
to the Wholesale Lynching 
at New Orleans Last 
Saturday. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

NEw ORLEANS, March 16.—|By the 
Associated Press.] In Father Man- 
orita’s statement yesterday he said he 
was sure the letter he received was 
from. the Provenzano faction of the 
Mafia. This statement Joseph Pro- 
venzano this morning most empnati- 
cally denied. He said his first impulse 
was to have Father Manorita ar- 
rested, and he consulted Chief Gastern 
regarding the matter, and was ad- 
vised to make a public statement con- 
cerning it, as he thought it would do 
more good. Provenzano says he has 
not been connected with the Mafia in 
any manner. On the eontrary he has 
been the object of their enmity. 

‘**About five years ago,”’ says Proven- 

no, “the Mafia sent me several let- 
ters threatening to kill myself and my 
brothers unless we gave the society 
$1000. We did not respond, and Jim 
Caruso shortly afterward came to me 
and said he belonged to the society an4 
and that we had better pay the money. 
He said that I could do so by going to 
the old lake and bandaging my head in 
a red handkerchief and leaving 
the money on a stump in the 
swamp near by. I was then to go 
about my busines and they would 
get the money. I then went to 
some of my friends, Jung Davy, 
Pat Meally and Ralph Morgan, being 
among the number, and they said not 
to pay it; that they would go with me 
in a wagon and see who was there to 
receive it. Jim Caruso, who was along, 
said this would not do. ‘If you go 
with acrowd noove will appear.’ I 
then dropped the matter, and told 
Caruso to have nothing more todo with 
the society, to give up his fruit stand in 
the French market and come on the 
levee, and we would make him a free 
map. Hesaid he would do so, as he 
was tired of the Mafia, baving recently 
been selected on a committee to kill 
some one.”’ 

Provenzano added that Caruso went 
to the Italian Church and took an oath 
to quit, the Mafia. He said Charlie 
Matranga was chief of the Mafia gang, 
and that its object was to kill those 
who were againstit. When a victim 
was selected he was invited to dinner 
after which he was done up. Provezano 
thinks one Die Carlo gave Father Man- 
oritta the idea that be was connected 
with the gang. Carus findly went 
back to Matranga because of intimi- 
dation by the gang. 

It is believed here that the better 
element of Italians are glad that Sat- 
urday’s lesson has been administered 
tothe Mafia, as they have for years 
been in dread of it. It is stated that 
when the verdict was returned on Fri- 
day, two men belonging to the Mafia 
went to the levee flagpole where one of 
them put his foot on the American flag 
and hoisted the Italian flag. ‘The 
American flag was then hoisted under 
it. A number of Italians were stand- 
ing about and when asked later why 
they permitted this, said they were 
afraid to interfere. 

It is reported that Politz’s confes- 
sion to the State’s Attorney, while 
largely a disconnected one, yet gave 
many important features regarding 
the Mafia’s doings. He told about the 
meeting at whichit was decided that 
Hennessey should die. In order to 
settle who shoald kill him, ten slips of 
paper numbered were placed in a hat 
with alot of blanks. Whoever drew 
the numbered slip was assigned to 
the Hennessey murder. 

Italian Consul Corte being asked to- 
day if it was true that he had ex- 
pressed approval of the doings of the 
citizens on Saturday, said he had stated 
he hoped that justice would be meted 
out to the murderers of Hennessy. He 
was positive that some of the slain 
were innocent. As to the others he 
would not express himself. Last De- 
cember Mr. Corte. received a letter 
signed by the Mafia threatening him 
with dire consequences if he did pot 
work in their interests and for the re- 
lease of the accused,

All this ia impossi- 
ble with weakness or ill-health. 
Health, therefore, is of paramount 
importance, evento the would-be so- 
ciety favorite. Exercise properly 
taken will invariably produce good 
‘healthin women. Comparisons were 
drawn between the physical conditions 
of people employed in different occupa- 
tions. Calisthenics was recommended 
as a sure cure for dyspepsia. Exercise 
is the only meaus by which muscular 
development can be attained. 
Good breathing is the first necessity.

Miss Bierer did not 
advocate either dumb-bells or Indian 
clubs, because while they strengthen 
the muscles they do not give the arm 
that appearance of delicate beauty de- 
sired.

ROADS BUILT BY UNCLE SAM. _ 


Several Great Ilghways Constructed by 
the United States Government. 


The impression seems to preval gener- 
ally that the present agitation in favor 
of good roads well kept is something en- 
tirely new to the United States. That 
this idea is a mistake is shown by the 
following extracts from an article by 
Gath in The Cincinnati Enquirer: 

Thomas Jefferson suggested the em- 
ployment of the treasury surplus for ex- 
tended public improvements. Senator 


| Pope, of Kentucky, wa8 the introducer 


in 1810 of a resolution to authorize the 
government to take half the stock in any 
turnpike roads which might be incor- 
porated by any of the states, and es- 
pecially betvrcen the heads of the eastern 
navigable rivers and the nearest western 
waters, also the links in a great pub- 
lic highway from Maine to Georgia, 
“and goncrallz to {20 stock .of ail com- 
panies which inisyit bo approved by con- 
gress for * * * opening turnzpilte roads.” 
The bijl of Sen-tor Popo vras amended by 
Senator Smith, of Mazvyland, to increase 
the national subscription to these under- 

kings from one-half to two-thirds. The 
bill was then poscponed to tue next ses- 
ston of congress. 

John Pope died in 1812. He was 
governor of the territory of Arkansas six 
years under Andrew Jackson. He de- 
serves recognition a3 the voldecst and ear- 
liest proposer of 2 comprehensive scheme 
of internal improvements. 

Attho same time Peter B. Porter, of 
Niagara Falls, introduced into congress 
a@ similnr bill, and supported it by an 
elaborate speech. 

The only prectical result of these joint 
endeavors Was an appropriation of $60,- 
000 for the national turnpike road from 
Cu:nberlond toWheeling in the year 1810. 

Before those people came upon the 
stare Tiatnilton, as secretary 
of the troasury, hed reported to congress 
a system of internal improvements. 

Again, in examination 
bearing date ef December, 1801, he says: 
*“The improvement of the communi- 
cations between the different parts of 
our country is an object well worthy of 
the national purse.” 

In Hamilton's letter to Dayton, dated 
1799, he says: ‘‘To offset the Virginia 
factionists the improvement of our com- 
munications, as well interiorly as coast- 
wise by turnpike roads, should begin. 
The improvement of the roads would be 
@ measure universally popular. None 
can be more so. For this purpose a 
regular plan should be adopted, co-ex- 
tensive with the Union, to be succes- 
sively executed, and a fund should be 
appropriated suficient for the basis of a 
loan of $1,000,000. The future from 
tolls would more than reimburse the ex- 
pense and further utility would be pro- 
moted in every direction.” 

Gen. Washington wrote to Patrick 
Henry in 1785: “Our roads should be 
straightened, shortened and established 
by law, and the power of county courts 
to alter them should be with :rawn.” 

A proposition was made to extend the 
National road from Vandalia, [lis., to 
the Mississippi river, and thence to Jeff- 
erson City, Mo., which Mr. Adams said 
had more sense than ail the work of that 
session of congress. 

The cost of the National or Cumber- 
land road from Cumberland, Md., to 
Uniontown, Pa., sixty-one miles, was 
$595,000, or $9,700 per mile, across the 
Allegheny mountains. The western sec- 
ton had cost up to 1819 about $17,000 a 
tnile, or $616,000 for thirty-six miles, 

The military opened the creat road 
from Nashville to New Oricans in 1219, 
reducing the distance 300 miles. The 
same year the military road from Detroit 
to the Miami rapids was made, reaching 
the Black swamp. 

Gen. Jackson opened the great milita- 
ry road from Fiorence, Ala., to New Or- 
leans. 

By 1833 the business of the national 
road at Wheeling supported seventeen 
steamboats; the steamboat clearances 
were 738 during the year. 

Braddock’s original road followed an 
Indian trail from OMitown, Md., to Pitts- 
burg. 

In 1759 Col. James Bard was sent from 
Carlisle, Pa., to cut Braddock’s road as 
fur on as Brownsville. |

By 1807 the site had been chosen from | 
Cumberland to Saniv Hollow, the éast- 
ern division. The romainder of the 
western division to Wiveling was not 
fully settled till about 1517. : 

The road was 66 fect wide; the road- 
bed from 30 to 34 feet. It was paved 20 
feet wide, 18 inches deep in the middle, 
12 inches at the sides. ; 

The lower stratuin was a pavement of 
stone, closely set, vertically, covered 
with broken stones to pass through a 
seven inch ring, and then six inches of 
the top laid with stones passing through 
a three inch ring. The highest grade of 
the eastern division is 5 degs.; of the 
western division, 4} degs. 

In 1832-38 the road was thoroughly 
repaired by the United States, and sur- 
rendered as a toll road to the states 
through which it passed. 

In 1788 Col. Thurber, of the British 
arminy, built a road fron the Cumber- 
land valiey to Pittsburg, 

In 1820, says Hildreth, “the Cumber- 
land road had been completed to Wheel- 
ing at an expense of about $1,700,000.” 
Many petitions had been presented for 
its continuance westward, and $10,000 
was appropriated for a survey, but with 
@ proviso that this was to be no pledge 
for any fyrther expense.

No inconsider- 
able changes are wrought by artificial 
drainage. Much of surface water, in- 
stead of being left to form marshes, sat- 
urate the soil or be talen up by evapora- ’ 
tion, is carried. away = ufiderground 
through drain pipes. Consequently the 
air is not so moist as formerly, and the 
soil, instead of béing constantly chNled 
by evaporation, is rendered warm and 
genial. This result has been particu- 
larly noticed in England and Scotland, 
where very extensive areas have been 
artificially drained. 

Holland has been, one might say, ré- 
claimed from the sea. The water has 
been dyked out, and many parts of the 
country that were the bottom of the sea 
are now dry land, arid thouzh below sea 
level form the homes of happy and in- 
dustrious coinmmunities. Ycars agothere 
were along the lower banks of the Mis- 
sissippi ‘*drowned lads,” subject to over 
flow and uninhabitable, covering an area 
larger than the state of New York. 
Many of these lands have been reclaimed 
by means of levees. Thus, by man’s in- 
genuity, are the surface, climate and 
general physical condition of the earth 
being changed.—New York Ledger.

THE TAYLOR-MARSHALL CASE. 


The Edelmans Secure Another Con- 
tinuance—Damron Pleads Not 

Gullty—Collector Berry In 

Trouble. 


During nearly all of yesterday the jury 
in Department One of the Superior Court 
listened to the argument in the Crumb 
adultery case. Assistant District Attorney 
Cc. C. MeComas opened for the prosecution. 
lle presented the facts which had becn 
drawn out by the evideruce and called at- 
tention to the fact that it had been conclu- 
sively and clearly proven that Crumb was 
guilty as charged. 

Ex-Judge Cheney opened for the defense 
and H. H,. Appel made the closing address 
for Crumb. Mr. Appel unmercifubly flayed 
some of the witnesses for the prosecutivn, 
especialiy Police Officer Kinkenback and 
Isaac Calvert, the husband of Nannie. 

At 5:30 o’clock the Assistant District At- 
torney closed the argument and the jury 
was instructed. Judge Smith’s instructions 
were fair to both sides, 

The fund then retired to deliberate. 

The jury was called in at So’clock but 
as they had arrived at no verdict they were 
returped to their room for further delibera- 
tion. At 9:45 they were locked up for the 
bight, 

CELEBRATED CASES, 

In Department One yesterday the cases 
against Henry W. Edeiman came up for 
trial. The defendant's attorneys, Messrs. 
White and Gage, were on hand. Mr. White 
made a@ motion tor a continuance. He 
Stated that be was not ready to go to trial, 
but would be in one week without fail. 
Judge Smith therefore continued the trial 
for one week, 

J. W. Damron also appeared in court to 
plead to three charges of forgery, preferred 
by J. S. Chadwick. A demurrer to the 
information was filed. Tbe demurrer 
alleged that they did not state facts consti- 
tuting the offense charged, in ordinary and 
concise language, not direct and certain, 
and that they did not relate the surround- 
ing facts and circumstances. The Court 
overruled the demurrer. 

Damron, through his attorney, Stephen 
M. White, then entered a plea of not guilty 
to all three of the charges, 

The first case was thereupon set for trial! 
April 24. The other two cases, and the two 
cases upon which there has been a mistrial 
were set for April 27. 

COLLECTOR BERRY IN TROUBLE. 

John Meek of Liverpool, England, owner 
of the British steamship Scandanavia, yes- 
terday filed a suit against John &. Berry, 
Collector of the port of San Diego, for €15,- 
000 damages with the clerk of the United 
States Circuit Court. In the complaint the 
plaintiff alleges that on February 21, 1891, 
the Scandanavia, whileon a voyage en- 
route to Sau Francisco, and during a severe 
windstorm, put in to San Diego in distress 
for coal and not for the purpose of discharg- 
ing or receiving cargo; that the defendant, 
as Collector of the port, wrongfully took 
possession of theship’s papers and unlaw- 
fully detained the ship until March 3, to the 
owner's damage in the sum of $15,000,
